IX HUNDRED employes of Los Angeles General Shops gathered with their families and 

friends in Paeifie Electric Auditorium in Los Angeles the evening of November 18 to enjoy 
splendid musical show presented in the interests of Safety, Business-Getting and Friendliness 
—three very essential elements in the everyday work of railroadors, It was the second annual 
show of this kind to be given by the Shops Safety Committee (now known as the ““New-Busi- 
- ness and Safety Committce’’ by virtue of the current Business-Getting Campaign) under the 
| eapable chairmanship of Machinist Charles B. MacLellan, assisted by Frank A, Longo, boil- 
ermaker foreman; 8, D. Marquez, boilermaker helper; Walter C. Devlin, machinist; Robert 
R. Latimer, machinist; Donald J. Starr, chief file clerk. Master of Ceremonies MacLellan 
opened the show by introducing Superintendent. of Shops George B. Hart, who expressed his 
great pleasure at the fine attendance and lauded the commitiee for the splendid results attained 
in the Safety and Business-Getting campaigns, in which L. A. Shops is among the leaders. 
Then followed a two-hour program™of singing, dancing and instrumental numbers, inter- 
spersed with talks on Safety, Business-Getting and Friendliness. The musical program was 
presented by Shops employes and a group of talented youngsters, most of whom are relatives 
of shopmen{L. A. Shops has been exceptionally active in holding safety meetings, with 72 
impromptu “pop” gatherings during the first 10 months of 1938 in addition to regular quarterly 
mectings, with average attendance of 64 persons.

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SAFETY: Casualty Rate Too High Among 


Trainmen, Enginemen, Yard and Station Men 


REE HUNDRED employes in the 

Transportation Department (train, 
engine, yard, station, dining car and 
steamer scrvice) escaped serious person- 
al injury during the first ninc months 
of this year as compared with the same 
period in 1937. 

These 300 men were able to continue 
work without worry to their families 
and without loss of pay. 

The cause of all this good fortune has 
been that the 800 men were more cau- 
tious on the job; that they did not take 
careless chances; that their fellow work- 
ers were thoughtful in not leaving haz- 
ardous conditions around that might 
cause them injury; and that they re- 
membered some of the discussions and 
object lessons of the Safety Meetings. 

The 300 total is determined through 
translation into terms of persons the 
figures showing a casualty ratio of 14.21 
per million man-hours worked as com- 
pared with a ratio of 18.15 during the 
first nine months of last year, or a 
reduction of 27% in the frequency of 
personal injuries. 

This record has been most encour- 
aging, but it is still far from being a 
really good safety performance on the 
part of the Transportation Department 
employes, which group engages in 31% 
of the man-hours worked on Pacific 
Lines every month.

employes of Transportation Depart- 
ment killed during the nine months, 
and 318 seriously injured, to give the 
transportation group a much higher 
ratio of casualties than any other de- 
partment of the railroad, 

Obviously the transportation em- 
ployes should be vitally interested in 
seeking ways of preventing these per- 
sonal injuries, the principal causes of 
which are: 

1. Stepping or slipping on, stumbling 
or tripping over obstructions 
(nails, rocks, tools, loose lumber, 
etc., or icy and other slippery sur- 
faces). 

2. Getting on or off engines or cars in 
motion, 

3. Operating hand brakes. 

4, Lifting, shoving, or pulling (re- 
sulting in sprains and strains). 

5. Falls from engines or cars (stand- 
ing or moving). 

“Transportation Department, em- 
ployes should keep a sharp lookout at, 
all times,” urges Ass’t to General Man- 
ager A. A. Lowe, “and not be lulled 
into a false sense of security because 
they have worked many years without 
personal injury, for carelessness is often 
the result of having performed work 
in an unsafe manner until it becomes a 
fixed habit.” 

“Tt is encouraging to note,” he con- 
tinues, “that Transportation Depart- 
ment employes on each division show 
a uniform improvement this year as 
eompared to last year. Special safety 
meetings have been held at many places 
during recent months for these em- 
ployes. This plan will be continued 
and extended, and it is hoped that a 
very large percentage of employes in 
the transportation branches of the ser- 
vice will attend the meetings to see the 
lantern slides illustrating safe and un- 
safe practices, and receive first hand 
information as to conditions under 
which some of their fellow-men have 
met with injury.” 

Employes in the Maintenance of 
Way and Maintenance of Equipment

and Stores departments enjoyed sub- 
stantial reduction in the frequency of 
accidents during the first nine months 
of this year, with result that the System 
reduction for the period amounted to 
23.6% for all employes.

AGED, nearly deaf, 82-year old Wm. 
Frohlich stood between the tracks 
in the 8. P, El Paso yard one day late 
in December 1937, 
oblivious that cer- 
tain death moved 
toward him but a 
few feet away.

From some distance 
back, Yardman J.

'OR the ten months ended October 
31, 1938, Railway Operating 
Revenues of Southern Pacific Lines 
amounted to $165,710,778, or $25,513, 
475 Jess than the revenues for the same 
period of 1937, a decrease of 13%. 
During the same period Railway 
Operating Expenses were $131,227,840, 
or $15,168,431 under expenses for same 
period of 1937, 2 decrease of 10%. 
After deducting tax accruals of §15,- 
210,980, and net rentals for use of 
equipment and joint facilities totaling 
39,099,398, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $10,172,560, or 
$10,504,762 under the amount for the 
same period last year, a 51% decrease.

M27 CREEK, an important 
shipping point in one of Oregon’s 
productive lumber regions, is becoming 
railroad conscious. The reason lies in 
the aggressive work of Agent R. E. 
Dean and the cooperation he has re- 
ceived from the Myrile Creek Mail.and 
support from the enterprising local 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Through these two agencies Agent 
Dean has been able to keep the citizens 
in his section of the country thoroughly 
informed as to the vital part Southern 
Pacific plays in fostering the prosperity 
of their community by providing the 
facilities that assure dependable trans- 
portation connections over the nation. 

In a recent issue of the Mail, Editor 
Claude Riddle stated: “The im- 
portance to the community of the rail- 
road depot with a resident agent, of the 
regular payroll of railroad employes, 
and the further fact that the railroad is 
the only carrier serving this territory 
paying local taxes, is beginning to dawn 
on the minds of our people. The loss 
that has come to other small towns 
where lack of patronage has forced the 
company to close its depots doesn’t look 
so good....” . 

Supporting this opinion the Chamber 
of Commerce, of which J. R. Bruce is 
secretary, passed at its regular meeting 
on November 4, the following resolu- 
tion, signed by Directors J. C. Maxon,

“The Railroad furnishes livelihood 
for several families, directly through 
their payrolls, which ts spent locally. 

“During the past year the Railroad 
has been the largest buyer of lumber 
from our local mill. 

“Through the facilities furnished by 
the Railroad, the lumbering and piling 
industries furnish payrolls that would 
otherwise go to railroad towns, 

“The Railroad has the same freight 
rates ag the trucks and delivers direct 
to your door. 

“The Railroad passenger rates are 
slightly higher, but traveling is far safer 
and more comfortable. 

“The Railroad maintains its own 
right of way, while our taxes are raised 
to meet the destruction caused by 
heavy trucks and busses.” 


Local agents in many other Pacific 
Lines communities have also been do- 
ing effective work through their news- 
papers and civic organizations in behalf 
of the railroad in its drive to get. more 
freight and passenger business,

Amos speak louder than words, 
and results are more convincing 
than promises, so... 

Here’s the score in the Business- 
Getting Campaign’on Pacific Lines for 
the three and a half months period up 
to November 15: 

2982 tips on freight and passenger 

" business; more than half of them 
resulting in sales, and half of the 
remaining ones still “hot” possi- 
bilities. 

$122,146 estimated gross revenue 
from actual sales (including 
amountshared with other railroads 
on interline traffic.) 

181 meetings of employes at various 
points, with all divisions and ma- 
jor departments participating, 

18,486 total number of employes at- 
tending these mectings, ranging 
from intimate groups of about 20 
to mass meetings up to 1800. 

These figures on tips and revenues 
are from reports made by the five 
general freight and passenger traffic 
districts after tallying the returns from. 
efforts of 8. P. volunteer salesmen in 
all departments over Pacific Lines. 


It’s a remarkable seore and is evi- 
dence of the spirited enthusiasm with 
which railroaders in all branehes of 
service have rallied to the get-more- 
business ‘appeals made by Traffic, Op- 
erating, Accounting and other depart- 
ment officers. 

Also this evidence sent in from the 
district traffic offices shows that the 
score was not rolled up by a spontane-~ 
ous spurt in the first two or three 
weeks of the campaign, but is the 
result of a sustained drive that has 
really just begun to gather momentum 
on some of the divisions. 

The whole story of the Business- 
Getting effort, however, can not be 
truly reflected in any compilation of 
figures. One new customer introduced 
to our fast, dependable merchandise 
freight service through the small initial 
shipment that shows up on the score 
board, may prove to be only the be- 
ginning of a heavy volume of steady 
business; and the same may apply to 
a new carload shipper. A traveler 
weaned away from the family auto- 
mobile may become a regular train 
customer as well as a booster for rail~

Thus the value of the initial piece of 
business may eventually multiply into 
a sizable dollars and_cents score. 

Nor ean the score’ board figures re- 
flect the amount of individual effort 
certain employes had to put.into selling 
a prospective shipper or passenger; 
and the few successful tips from a 
district of comparatively light traffic 
may have necessitated far more selling 
effort than the larger number of suc- 
cessful tips from the metropolitan areas 
of heavy business.

Along with his report, General 
Freight Agent G. J. Blech, Los Angeles, 
Southern District, states: “Our figures 
do not include 15 carloads of trees 
to San Francisco, which tip came from 
Guy Beronio, chief elerk to terminal 
trainmaster, Los Angeles, whose con- 
stant interest in giving us leads on 
freight movements came into being long 
before the current Business-Getting 
campaign developed. Nor have we 
included tips from others who have 
been turning them in to us for years.” 

General Freight Agent H. W. Klein, 
Portland, Northern District, states: 
“These figures do not represent entire 
results gained from tips as some of the 
shipments have not moved as yet and 
on others we have not secured informa- 
tion whether our line was favored with 


the movement.” 

Since there has been no official 
method established for classifying tips,

To Be Broken As Ferries Surrender to Trains 


HEN the faithful old ferryboats 

tie up at the end of their last voy- 
age in commuter service on San Fran- 
cisco Bay January 14, something more 
than an outmoded transportation sys- 
tem will have come toa close, For dur- 
ing the 75 years the ferries have shuttled 
across the bay (as described in last, 
month’s Bulletin), carrying more than 
a billion passengers they have provided 
one of the most interesting and color- 
ful transportation services the world 
has ever known. 


A part of the picturesque flect will 
continue te operate in other lines of 
transbay service, and thus the graceful 
patterns sketched by their foamy white 
wakes will be a lasting part of the beau- 
tiful panorama that has enchanted mil- 
lions of visitors to San Francisco’s 
shores. The far-famed Ferry Building, 
through whose corridors more people 
have passed annually than any other 
terminal in the world with the possible 
exception of London’s Charing Cross, 
will remain boldly prominent in the 
waterfront skyline. To all outward ap- 
pearances, the picture will remain 
unchanged, 


But to the commuters, glancing from 
their train windows while speeding 
across the Bay Bridge, the scene spread 
out below will have lost something that 
will never be replaced: the life and 
sparkle that they themsclves con- 
tributed in such generous measure. To 
them, the gleaming white ferries have 
been a great deal more in their daily 
lives than merely a means of crossing 
San Francisco Bay. They have been 
“home”—a place to eat (and sleep, too, 
occasionally); to meet friends -and 
acquaintances; to find peace and re- 
laxation in a refreshing environment 
after o hard day’s work. Southern 
Pacifie’s ferryboats had the distinction 
of being the cleanest in the world, ac- 
cording to a report made by the Cali- 
fornia State Board of Health. 


The well-trodden decks have served 
as a public forum in which the com- 
muter discussed everything from foot- 
ball to world affairs; 4 promenade for 
the deck-pacers; & crow’s nest for the 
amateur navigators (of which there 
were plenty on foggy mornings); and, 
as his campaign headquarters, they 
marked the spot where more than one 
public figure got his start in the world 
of polities,

The ferryboats have furnished the 
setting for many unique festivities, 
such as the renowned Christmas Parties, 
when music and the voices of merry

rants, soda fountains and shoe shine 
stands were at their disposal. 


Hubby at Breakfast 


The commuter will be forcibly re- 
minded of the ferryboat days on those 
mornings when he makes a last-mine 
ute dash for his train, clutching his 
hat in one hand and a piece of toast in 
the other. In some households, wives, 
for the first time in years, may have 
an opportunity to see how hubby lecks 
across the breakfast table, while Junior 
will have to be taught that the sleepy- 


eyed individual 
gulping down a cup 
of coffee or wolfing 
a doughnut is his 
father. It won’t be 
surprising, either, 
to find that the first 
order of business in 
many offices will be 
conducted with a 
glass of water and a 
spoonful of bicar- 
bonate of soda. 

Among the habits 
hardest, to over- 
come will be those 
of the deckpacer 
and the “reserved seat” commuter. 
How the former is going to stifle the 
urge to walk up and down the train 
aisle during the journey is still an 
unsolved problem; and what will hap- 
pen when the latter finds that someone 
has taken his favorite scat on the train 
is a matter for fearful conjecture.

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“COFFEE AND—”: Restaurants and refreshment stands 
(above and right) were the most popular spots on the ferry- 
boats, particularly in the morning when they were jammed 
with hundreds of cummuters who made breakfasting on the 
beat a regular part of their daily routine, and countless 
others who found them to be “life-savers” after having 
arisen too late to eat at home. The menus included a wide 
selection of meals, but muffins, doughnuts and snails en- 
joyed the greatest demand, about 3000 of them being con- 
sumed daily. Southern Pacific ferryboats have had the repu- 
tation of providing the world’s quickest restaurant service, 
averaging one complete serving to a person per minute for 
more than one million meals served annually (on passenger 
boats alone). Judging by the numerous letters regularly 
received by the Dining Car Department from commuters 
who had high praise for meals served on the boats, it is safe 
to predict that the ferry restaurants will be the most missed 
convenience when the new service goes into effect. Practi- 
cally aH items on the menu were prepared at Southern 
Pacific’s Ferry Commissary in S. F. or at West Oakland.
